Nanking Tell Story 


Hsuancheng, Anhwel, Jan. 28. 

The story of how.a group-of 2,370 
Chinese soldiers, who defended 
Nanking last December, succeeded 
in breaking: through thick cordons 
of Japanese troops and reaching 
safely here on January 22, over a 
month after the fall of the Capltal, 
was recounted by Brig..Gen. Ho 
Chin-piao In a recent interview. with 
Central News, 


In the carly hours-of December 13, 
when the fate of Nanking was sealed, 
Brisg.-Gen, Ho gald, ‘the Chinese 
soldiers led by himself forced a way 
out of Talpingmen, the north-castern 
city gate, and withdrew towards 
Paohua Hill in’ Lungtan’ on the 
Nanking-Shanghaj railway, 


A strong cordon of Jnpancse 
soldiers was thrown around them, 
but after a fierce encounter, featured 
by hand-to-hand combats, they suc- 
ceeded [n breaking through the 
enemy llne and reached Tangshul- 
chen, south of Lungtan. 


. The Japanese, relnforced- by 5,000 
men and with tank units forming the 
spearhead, followed them in hot pur- 
sult. Brig.-Gen, Ho divided his men 
Into three units, 
enemy tanks, the other two forming 
the right and left flanks. After four 
days' severe fighting, they again 
brolce through the enemy cordon. 


For the third time, the Chinese de- 
fenders were surrounded on their 
way to Kuyung, 22 miles south-cast 
of Nanking..But again they freed 
themselves and.arrived at their des- 
tinntion where they joined other 
Chinese soldiera withdrawn from 
Nanking. The combined force then 
procecded ‘farther south to Lipang, 
Lanchi and finally reached here; 
fighting all. the way.’ In their 
hazardous Journey, they were assist- 
ed in many ways by:the. village 
people, whom they organised: into 
armed voluntcers.—_Central Néws.

will be much more in- 
teresting if you put two 
apples in it which have pre- 
viously been cored, filled 
with butter and a clove, and 


-baked-with-the—pudding-in-

When using stale bread for 
puddings, always soak it in cold 
milk or water, This makes the 
pudding light and crumbly; but 
if you soak the bread in hot 
liquids it becomes ‘heavy. 

You can make suct puddings much 
lighter 4f you remember always to 
cream the shredded suct slong with 
uny syrup, jam, honey, or treacle, 
or any moist or shortening ingre- 
dients, This will also prevent them 
‘becoming greasy, 

A simple way of greasing a mould 
or pudding basin js to melt the but- 
ter first, then dip a pastry brush in 
it, and “paint” round = the Inside. 
This puts it on smoothly and ensures 
that the mould is covered completely 
with ao film. of grease. 

Put a picce of clastic round the 
pudding: basin next {lme you make 
a pudding, in place of the usual 
string.

Never turn out boiled puddings ‘as 
soon as they are taken from the 
saucepan, as they arc linble to break.

When there js no suct for the stenm- 
ed pudding, sonk some sago in milk 
or water until soft, Use in the,pro- 
portion of one cup of siifo to’ four 
cups of flour.

It is rellably understood that the 
new types of small vessels for which 
President Roosevelt, recommends 
appropriations not cxcecding $15,- 
000.000, are “mosquito” boats—fast, 
wellearmed torpedo-carrying craft os 
used in the Mediterranean by the

From then til the end of April 160 
ships and 500 aircraft, manned by

This year the Fleet will penetrate 
nearer to Far Eastern waters than 
eves before. Some ships will even 
steam.as far as the island of Kista, 
the westernmost unit of the Alcutlan 
froup, 600 miles from the nearest 
Japanese territory.
